EWITT PARSHALL is one of the older Amer- 


ican landscape painters, who has, nevertheless 
not allowed his work to become stagnant, but has 
with ever-increasing enthusiasm continued to paint 
the Grand Canyon and the far west in a variety of 
moods and color arrangements. 
His works are hung in the permanent collections of 
the Metropolitan Museum, Syracuse Museum, Wor- 
cester Art Museum, and in our own Museum, there 
is “Granite Gorge” one of his early canvases. 


DeWitt Parshall isa member of the National Acad- 
emy of Design, having been elected in 1917. His 
home at present is in California.

In addition to scenes of California, there 
is shown in this exhibition some of the subjects 
which he painted recently while traveling abroad. 


Douglass Parshall’s art training was received chiefly 
from his father, and although a trace of similarity 
is evident, both have developed decidedly individ- 
ual tendencies, and these paintings by two genera- 
tions form a very interesting means of studying the 
work of the Parshalls, father and son.
